SCHOOL REPORT. 
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TEACHERS. 

It is gratifying to state here, that we have had some of the 
best of teachers during the past school year, and that good suc- 
cess has attended our schools, considered as a whole. In the 
important position ot a teacher it is necessary that one should 
understand well, and know how to perform the work. Some 
Jabor hard in the school room, but do not fully know how to 
take hold of school teaching to advantage. All who think of 
teaching should continually be building themselves up in the 
things that constitute a sticcessful teacher, especially if they feel 
anywise deficient. A teacher can enlarge their compass of mind 
as well as the scholars, and become more and more proficient. 
Poor order is a hindrance to the progress of any school. Many 
parents do not make their children mind at home, and con- 
sequently they will not readily obey the teacher ; but still, teach- 
ers should make it a point to have good order, for no school 
can advance without it. 

TEXT BOOKS. 


Your Committee would advise that French’s Common School 
Arithmetic be at once changed for some better ‘work on math- 
ematics. That Wilson's Readers and Guyot’s Geographies, 
be also changed. Of course this change would be regulated by 
the school law, relating to change of text books. There is not 
room here for us to give our ressons for proposing this change. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


There are only three schoo! houses in town anywise fit for 
school purposes. All are too small. Many are very much di-

lapidated ; some are not well located; but one has a suitable 
play ground, and none have good ‘black-boards or ventilators. 
What should be done, is to re-district the town, putting the 
nine districts into five or six; building new houses where they 
are needed. All can see that this would give better school 
houses and longer schools.. Each district would have more 
schvol mouey, and could hire better teachers than are usually 
employed in the small, short schools. It is possible to do this 
if the people would awake to their educational interests. Your 
Committee in the years past have advocated something like this, 
but as yet, without effect. We having been placed in the same 
responsible position as they were, feel the same duty which ac- 
tuated them, propelling us, (however trite the subject may be,) 
to call your attention to the condition of your school houses, 
and the necessity of some change that will raise the standard cf 
educition in this town. Duty to your children and to human- 
ity at large, demand it. Moreover, since the safety and perpe- 
tuity of our republic depends on the edu -ation of the masses, it 
argues still louder and stronger that you should do your part in 
helping to dispel ignorance, thereby strengthening the founda- 
tion on which rests the institutions of a free and great nation. 
DISTRICT NO. | 
The spring term was under the instruction of Mr. F. M. Morgan 
of Hill, —a good scholar and gentleman With advanced schol- 
ars, he would be second to few. Among the smali pupils there 
was not good order, and consequently only fair improvement. 
Miss Mary A. Hersey of Franklin, was the teacher for the 
summer term. She is a graduate of the Normal School, at 
Plymouth. ‘his is her 17th term, and we wish, for the benefit 
of scholars, that the number of her schools might be quadrupled. 
Winter Term. This charge was given to Miss Ambrosia A. 
Shaw of Sanbornton, a graduate of New Hampton. Order and 
advancement excelled by none. She is a model teacher. It 
would be for the advantage of most of our young teachers to be 
under her instruction, even fora day. We never visited a bet- 
ter school. 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. 


This school was under the tuition of Mr. E. C. Hastings, 
of Bristol. He is a fine scholar. Much interest was manifested 
in reading and arithmetic. There was marked improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The spring term was intrusted to Miss Roxie B. Shepard o , 
Franklin. Order and instruction good. Consequently great 
improvement. 

The fallterm was ably managed by Miss Rogena A. Traver 
of Lowell, Vermont. We think this district very fortunate in 
securing the services of two such teachers as Misses Shepard 
and Traver. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


This school was under the care of Mr. H. A. Stratton of 
Hill. On our first visit we found good order and good atten- 
tion, an evident interest with the scholars, and the teacher was 
earnestly bending all his energies toward accomplishing the most 
work possible in the given time. The second visit showed 
marked improvement, giving evidence that no time had been 
wasted and that the efforts had been seconded by the apprecia- 
tive minds characteristic of the pupils in our district schools. 

DISTRICT NO. 5. 

Miss Nellie A. Sargent of Danbury, was employed as teacher 
of this school. This was her first teaching. Some progress 
was visible. Order fair. With more experience she may be- 
come a good teacher. 

DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Mr. H. A. Stratton conducted this school. The visitor wilt 
forget the surroundings on beholding the sparkle of the eyes of 

e pupils as they recite. Each one was full of ambition to have 
the best lesson ; consequently great improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 8, 


This school was taught by Miss Flora F. Cilley of Hill, who 
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performed her work well, giving good satisfaction. Miss Cilley 
is a graduate of the normal school at Plymouth, and is well 
fitted for the position of a teacher, as was shown by her pupils 


on examination. 
DISTRICT NO. 9. 


The teaching of this school was given to Miss Addie M. Carl 
ton of Hill. She labored hard to produce improvement, and 
succeeded fairly. Miss Carlton is well adapted to become a 
fine teacher. 
| DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Miss Cora I. Sargent of Danbury, began the work of teaching 
here. Her charge was small, but she manifested ability and 
adaptation for a teacher.
